Allowable Claims 

3. Claims 15, 17, 19-22 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are Koemtzopoulos et al (U.S. 6,071,573) and Urabe (U;S. 
6,383,302). 

Koemtzopoulos teaches a semiconductor processing apparatus wherein the 
inside surfaces are covered with silicon containing coating composed of silicon, oxygen 
and fluorine. Since the coating is considered as the integral part of the apparatus, the 
teaching of Koemtzopoulos fails to anticipating or suggesting fairly the apparatus 
wherein the inside surfaces are covered with coating consisting essentially of silicon, 
nitrogen and one of bromine or chlorine. 

Urabe teaches a semiconductor device manufacturing apparatus, wherein the 
substrate holder is covered with silicon nitride film. Urabe fails to anticipate or suggest 
fairly the apparatus having a top electrode positioned as instantly claimed and having 
inside surfaces covered with the coating film consisting essentially of silicon, nitrogen 
and one of bromine or chlorine.
